The Joint Management 
Committee (JMC) gave an 
additional $6,625 to functional 
groups at its Friday meeting. 
During the past two weeks, the 
functional groups have 
petitioned the financial 
standing committee of Council 
for an extra $7,000. 

The eleven functional groups 
of the Students' Society now 
receive grants totalling about 
$104,000. This summer, these 
groups together received ap- 
proximately $97,000, a rollback 
from the previous year's total 
figure of $105,000. 

During trie summer the 
functional groups were in- 
structed to reduce their 
budgets for this academic year 
by 13%. At . that time, the 
StudSoc expected to receive 
10% less In student fees 
because of a projected 
enrolment drop which never 
occurred. Since then StudSoc 
has received a $35,000 fee 



Deportation of students 

for petty reasons continues 



LETHBRIDGE (CUP)— Yet 
another international student 
has. been deported from 
Canada following a minor in- 
fraction of immigration 
regulations. 

Keyvan Peryow, an Iranian, 
was forced out of the country 
last month because he had 
been, two weeks late In

renewing his visa. Immigration 
authorities at the Canadian 
Consulate in Iran have refused 
him readmission. 

Peryow's earlier visa expired 
September 7, and he was 
unable to renew it at the time 
because of a regulation 
requiring visa students to have 
at least $3500 deposited in a 



Canadian bank. 

Kamyar Peryow, the victim's 
brother and a landed Immigrant 
explained that, apparently 
because of the political 
situation in Iran, his parents 
were unable to send his brother 
the money he needed in time. 

On receiving the money 
September 21, he went to the 



Morin raps demands and 
hints at compromise

If CEGEP students have their 
way, there should be 
negotiations going on between 
the government and their 
representatives soon. 

The CEGEP students have 
been demanding eight 
significant changes to the 
government's loans and bur- 
saries program, and every 
attempt at getting the Ministry 
of Education to negotiate 
seriously has failed. 

The students are demanding 
free tuition and a series of other 
changes that will significantly 
alter the methods of financing 
post-secondary education. 



In an interview with the Dally 
last night, Quebec's education 
minister Jacques Yvan Morin 
remarked that the students' 
position was basically one of 
fear of change and "Quebec 
society must determine 
whether or not it wants to have 
educational reform or not." 

Morin went on to add that the 
CEGEP system has been 
consolidating itself ever since 
1968 and if students continue 
to fight, it will go against their 
interests. 

"It is bound to improve ef- 
ficiency and therefore insure a 
better education for students 
and if students continue to 



fight it now the benefits will not 
accrue in the future," said 
Morin. 

The education minister 
added that the economy was 
not in good enough shape for 
the government to allow 
students to obtain all their 
demands and even so there are 
also many other groups in 
society, such as the aged, who 
need more government ser- 
vices. 

Morin concluded by saying 
that the government may give 
in "to two or three of the 
student demands." 

The education minister 
declined to specify which ones. 



immigration office expecting 
his visa to be renewed. 
However, under the present 
immigration legislation, there 
is room for an Immigration 
officer to give any con- 
sideration to an offender. 

The usual penalty Is a 
departure notice, which differs 
from a deportation notice in 
that a person can re-enter 
Canada with the permission of 
a visa officer in an overseas 
Canadian consulate. A 
deportation notice requires the 
approval of the Minister of 
Immigration. 

Peryow visited the Canadian 
Consulate in Seattle but was 
refused reapplication after the 
officer checked with Im- 
migration authorities in 
Lethbridge. They said they 
could not contradict any policy 
made by an officer in Canada. 

His case is similar to that of 
Victor Hoh-Sing Suen, a 
Lethbridge community college 
student who must leave the 
country, because he was late in 
reapplying for his visa. 

The student union at the 
University of Lethbridge and 
the Federation of Alberta 
Students are working to solve 
this problem. 

Recently, residence students 
at the university reported that 
Immigration officers and Peace 
officers were seen on campus 
making sure that Peryow had 
left the country.

Players' Club, the McGill 
Film Society, Radio McGill, the 
Women's Union, the Debating 
Union, Amateur Radio, the 
Legal Aid Clinic and the In- 
ternational ' Students' 
Association will be receiving 
extra money. The individual 
grants ranged from $1,300 for 
equipment and repairs for 
Radio McGill to $350 for an ISA- 
sponsored cultural week. 

Although Council does not 
fund religious or political 
groups, the McGill Christian 
Fellowship applied for the 14th 
and last $350 interest group 
allotment Council has left to 
give out this year. 

John Hodges, a represen- 
tative of the Fellowship, said 
Council could fund his group 
without setting any precedents 
because the Fellowship was 
not one of the groups that 
made the non-funding of 
political and religious groups 
necessary. 

According to Hodges, the 
rule was passed last year 
because "certain political 
groups which asked for funding 
would not be held ac- 
countable" for their use of the 
money. 

Hodges also claimed that 
last year's ruling on political 
and religious groups was not 
binding on this year's Council. 

VP Internal Sharon Kennedy 
disagreed and said that funding 
of the McGill Christian 
Fellowship would set a 
precedent. "We can't look at 
your group individually, we 
have to be aware of the general 
policy." 

The JMC members 
suggested the Fellowship 
apply for funding for specific 
projects, which any StudSoc- 
recognized group can do.

Project goes ahead amidst controversy 



by Michelle Finger 
and Harold Koblln 
Montreal's deteriorating 
Polnte-a-Calliôre district is 
about to receive a major facelift 
from the Federal Ministry of 
Urban Affairs. 

The area, long a source of 
considerable controversy • 
among urban planners, is to be 
gradually improved under the 
ministry's Vieux Port Project. 
The project Involves the 
renovation and re-planning of 
four areas on the Montreal 
waterfront; Pointe-a-Calllôre, 
Cité-du-Havre, the existing 
waterfront, and the area below 
Place Jacques Cartier.' 

The project involves con- 
sultation by the Vieux Port 
Committee with various urban 
and political groups throughout 
the city. Four groups, the 
Chambre du Commerce, Save 
Montreal, STOP, and the World 
Ship Society have presented 
formal briefs to the committee. 

The Implementation of a • 
consultative process has been 
lauded by representatives of 
various Interest groups: "The 
idea of public participation Is 
very important," said Peter 
Lanken, a member of the Save 
Montreal committee. "It's the 
first time that this has hap- 



pened in Montreal history". 

Communication between 
-citizens and the government 
was heated at a meeting 
last Thursday. Annoyed 
businesspeople voiced their 
frustrations over the fact that 
the area's character is being 
transformed without their ■ 
consent. Although the 
government owns only 30% of 
the district, its plans to 
demolish or overhaul buildings 
surprised and dismayed area 
businesspeople, who were not 
consulted during the 
preliminary planning process. 
"People looking over the 
preliminary plans saw their 
properties were being planned 
for commercial and residential 
purposes without their prior 
knowledge," said Lanken. 

Mark London, a 
spokesperson for the project, 
said yesterday the fears of 
businesspeople were un- 
founded. "The vast majority of 
citizens think it,'s important for 
people to live down in Old 
Montreal.. .If a man owns 
private property no one can tell 
him what

A large proportion of the 
buildings are abandoned 
warehouses with boarded and 
broken windows. Several of the 
area's buildings have been 
seriously damaged by fire. 
Others are In danger of rapid 
deterioration from the cold, and 
from fire. 

The Vieux Port Project hopes 
to deal with the deterioration 
problem by revitalizing the 
district through the develop- 
ment of subsidized housing 
and by eliminating the causes 
of structural deterioration.

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Jackbooted 
immigration policy 

Keyvan Peryow is the third reported international student to face 
deportation from Canada in as many weeks, and one has to 
wonder how many other cases remain unreported. 

Peryow, like Peter Chang in Nova Scotia and Victor Hon-Sing 
Suen in Alberta before him, has lost his right to an education in 
Canada because of an unjust law, administered by an officious 
bureaucracy. 

When Canada Introduced its new Immigration law in April, 
Immigration Ministry officials heralded it as more fair than its 
predecessor.' But included in the bill were regulations that would 
make life much more difficult for people from abroad Intending to 
study in this country, inventing new infractions wholesale and 
stiffening penalties for violators. 

One particular clause broadened arbitrary powers already in the 
hands of minor immigration officials, who had often committed 
"indiscretions" in the past in the case of visa students. But the 
Immigration Ministry pooh-poohed critics of the legislation, and 
pointed to dubious 'evidence' of abuse of the immigration process 
by international students. 

Today we are seeing the reality of what is a distressingly 
repressive law. One student has been deported because an 
upheaval in his native country delayed a cheque by two weeks. 
Another faces expulsion from Canada because of the postal strike 
here— certainly an obstacle beyond his control. And yet another 
has been asked to leave because he reportedly rang up a cash 
register in the amount of 15$ for his sister. 

If this is any example of the application of Canada's Im- 
migration laws, we must ask ourselves how many potential McGill 
students simply never made it into the country this year. 

Canada holds itself up as a proponent of human rights. But 
international students are being harrassed on Canadian cam- 
puses, and discouraged from continuing their education here by 
differential fees and discriminatory policies. Why?

Will the most racist race 
please stand up? 
To the Dally: . „ 
I am sorry Q. Samak found my 
listing of past events in the 
Middle East to be so boring. 
Unfortunately, I am not in the 
habit of falsifying historical 
data just to make for a more 
exciting letter. 

To begin with, in my earlier 
letter, I did not, as Samak 
claims, ask "why King Hussein 
of Jordan never established a 
Palestinian state." I simply 
stated that Yehudah and 
Shomron "were in Arab hands 
from 1948 to 1967, yet no 
Palestinian state was 
established." In fact, no- 
demands for such action on the 
part of Jordan were made' by 
any Arabs, Including the PLO. I 
therefore must repeat my 
earlier question. If, as Samak 
claims, Jordan, and Israel, of 
course, were incorrectly 
established, why were 
demands made by the Arab 
states of Israel only, especially 
since she comprises by far the 
smaller fraction of "Palestine." 

Samak claims that the 
Charter of the UN must be 
obeyed by Israel, i.e., that Israel 
must give up the administered 
territories. However, the 
Charter also prohibits acts of 
war qn the part of one member 



nation vis-à-vis another 
member. Yet Israel has been 
attacked four times. Surely 
obedience to international law 
is a two-way street. And as for 
the USA not agreeing with 
Israel, the interests of super- 
powers and small democratic 
nations do not always coincide. 

Now, as to my calling the 
West Bank by the names of 
Yehudah and Shomron— an act 
that seems to have quite upset 
Samak. I can only say that 
these regions were known by 
their Hebrew designations for 
many centuries prior to the 
birth of Mohammed or Jesus or 
the English language. The 
name Palestine is a relic of the 
'Roman empire instituted in an 
attempt to de-Judaize what was 
then an oppressed colony. II is 
strange that some would prefer 
the names given by colonial 
masters. 

Since Samak raises the issue 
of the 1956 Sinai Campaign, it 
may be worth noting that prior 
to the war, Egypt had been 
blockading the Straits of 
Tiran(sic), banning Israeli 
shipping or Israeli-bound or 
exported goods from use of the 
Suez Canal, and launching 
incessant and often deadly 
fedayeen attacks on Israel— all 
hostile acts violating in- 
• ternational law: The actual 




Israeli attack was launched on 
Oct. 29, 1956, four days after 
Jordan, Syria, and Egypt 
concluded a military alliance 
and had placed their armies 
under the command of the 
Egyptian chief of staff. And by 
the way, why did peace not 
come to the region after Israel 
withdrew completely from the 
Sinai under superpower 
pressure? At that time, there 
were no "occupied territories." 

Samak claims that a large 
part of the Arab Jews, "at 
least," left for Israel by their 
■free choice, leaving behind, of 
course, everything they and 
their parents had ever built or 
achieved. I do not know how 
many Arab Jews Samak knows 
or how much he (she) has read 
about the subject from a 
Jewish perspective. I think 
many of the 750-thousand-plus 
Jews involved would contest 
Samak's statement (coin- 
cidentally, did not many Arabs 
voluntarily leave Israel when 
told to go by the grand mufti 
and other Arab leaders?). Also, 
Samak admits to the anti- 
Jewish backlash in Arab 
countries that followed, not 
some evil deed on the part of 
Israel, but simply the 
establishment of the state it- 
self. Undoubtedly, the US was 
justified in interning Japanese- 
Americans during World War II 
backlash and all that sort of 
thing. 

No, I did not know, Mr. (Ms.) 
Samak, that Israeli agents 
planted bombs in Iraqi 
synagogues. I must thank you 
for enlightening me. What was 
the source of this report— the 
PLO or Arab League news 
agency? From a logical 
standpoint, it was not to 
Israel's advantage to burden 
herself , with hundreds of 



thousands of refugees all at 
once In her first few years. She 
is still suffering economic and 
social difficulties due to those 
early days. 

You do not know, Mr. Samak, 
how relieved I am that many 
Arab states have offered to 
readmit Jews (but are they not 
still forbidden to even visit 
Saudi Arabia?). I too would 
make an analogous offer to 
Palestinian Arabs, if I knew, as 
do those many Arab states, that 
none but a few dozen people, if 
that many, would accept, or 
that even should all accept, 
they would still form an almost 
insignificant minority. Instead, 
Israel has more realistically 
offered to discuss real com- 
pensation to Palestinian Arabs, 



blond Jews from Sweden, 
yellow Jews from Shanghai and 
just about everything in bet- 
ween. It is the Palestinian 
Charter that defends a 
Palestinian exclusively as one 
whose father was Palestinian. 
Jews have always accepted 
those who wish to join both # the 
people and faith regardless' of 
skin colour or national origin. 
You tell me— who is the racist?

"We have to start believing," 
says coach Hubert Lacroix of 
his Martlets, and Saturday's 64- 
61 victory over the Trois 
Rivieres Patriotes should help 
Lacroix to get what he wants.

44-43, but the Pats, supported 
by domination under the 
boards, rebounded to open a 10 
point lead. This pattern. con- 
tinued throughout the second 
half until the closing seconds 
of the game. 

Heather Lord's basket with 
1:13 on the clock made the 
Tore 59-58 Pats. The Martlet 
defence held off Trois Rivieres 
and McGill called time out 
when possession was 
regained. Lacroix called for a 
pick play to sharpshooter Linda 
Schaapman, and the team 
executed it perfectly. 
Schaapman hit the 10 footer for 
her 24th and 25th points of the 
game to give McGill a 62-61 
lead. Trols-Rivieres answered 
back with two, but- the young 
Martlets refused to choke. 
Doreen Noel hit two baskets 
and the Martlets ran off the 
court like World Champions in. 
one of the most exciting 
finishes that McGill women's 
basketball has ever seen. 

Though the win was sweet, 
the McGill coach was a little 
disappointed.
